Ladysmith, Oct, $0.—The Hoers are 
gradually closing aronond Ladysmith. 
They bave mounted two big) guns on) 
Tinta Tngoni, 4.600 yards from the 
British camp. An attack is expected 
hourly, 

London, Oet. 0. —The Daily Mail 
publishes the following dispatch from | 
Pietraburg, dated Sunday: ‘Patrols’ 
from Ladysmith report that there are 
four Boer camps within @ radius of ten 
miles, extending in asemi-circle north- 
east of the town. Evidently the enemy 
is concentrating all his forces. Gen 
Joubert is in supreme command, One 
Boer camp has a Red Cross tent care- 
fully posted in @ conspicuous position 
The British had several ski.mishes 
with the enemy today. Railway com- 
munication with Ladysmith is still in- 
tact. At Oolonsoe # couple of Pasutos 
were detectéd putting bowlders on the 
railway, They confessed they bad 
done this by order of the Transvaal 
authoritios, 

“A balloon very small and so light 
that twomen can hold and haul it 
down cusily with a wire strand, and 
Which can ascend 3,000 feet, is now in 
use and the fall position of the guns of 
the Boors has been ascertained. The 
heavy and incessant ratus have flooded 
Teagala river, which will) prove an 
effectual barricr to any Boers proceed 
ing southward ‘The remaining bridges 
are stropply puarded.’*

their chief Jast winter at Cat Lake, 
about #50 miles northeast of Dinorwim. 
The story told by the two prisouers is 
essentially as follows: The chief of 
the Cat Lake tndians called Abw-ah- 
sa-keh-mig, became a wendigo, or in- 
sane, and ordered the prisouwers to shoot 
him. A couneil of the tribe was called 
and they discussed the anatter for two 
days, When they arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the chief's orders woald have 
to be obeved. The wendigo lay down 
in his wigwam and indicated with bis 
hand where they were to shoot him. 
After he was dead wood was heaped 
upon his body and the fire kept going 
for two days, thereby, according to the 
belief of the Indians, thoroughly des- 
troying the evil spirit of their chief.
